DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,6,11 and 1 2 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

Prior art of record fail to teach or suggest the instantly claimed method for 
separating and recovering a catalytic component supporting wash coat from a metallic 
carrier catalytic device comprising treating wash coat with an aqueous solution of a 
mixed acid containing sulfuric acid and nitric acid having instantly claimed 
concentrations and temperature. Neither Vesely '912 nor Toshiyuki (JP 08-034619) 
teaches treating a wash coat with an aqueous solution containing 10-30 wt% 
concentration of sulfuric acid with 1-3 wt% concentration of nitric acid in the temperature 
range from 60°C to 100°C.
